MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the quarter numbered 4,480, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 6-0 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 1-1 above that for the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1945. 

Of the total marriages, 4,288 (or 6-1 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in 
the population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic 
Church. The remainder (192) is equivalent to 3-9 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 16,855, of which 8,740 
were of males and 8,115 of females. 

The number represents a rate of 22-5 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0:9 above 
the rate for the first quarter of 1945. 

The total includes 639 illegitimate births, equivalent to 3-8 per cent. of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 13,026; of this number 6,804 
were of males, and 6,222 of females. 

The equivalent annual rate was 17-4 per 1,000 of the imal population, being 1-1 
below the rate for the first quarter of the preceding year. 

Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—coumiprising typhoid fever, 
scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery, smallpox, measles, typhus and diarrhoea 
and enteritis (under 2 years)—represented an annual rate of 0-5 per 1,000, which is equal 
to that for the first quarter of 1940. 

When compared with the corresponding quarter of last year the deaths from these 
diseases show decreases in the case of typhoid tever of 4, whooping cough of 19 and diphtheria of 
26. On the other hand deaths from measles have incr eased by 8 and diarrhoea and enteritis 
(under 2 years) by 34. 

The deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years) numbered 239, including 109 for 
the City of Dublin. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 408, which is 272 more than that 
for the first quarter of 1945. 


Tuberculosis.— Deaths from this disease numbered 874, including 677 from pulmonary 
tuberculosis and 197 from other forms of tuberculosis. ‘The figuresfor the first quarter of 1945 
were 968, 718 and 250 ea ely. The rate for all forms of this disease for the first quarter 
of 1946 was 1-2 per 1,000, that for pulmonary tuberculosis being 0-9 and all other forms 0-3; 
the respective rates for the first quarter of the preceding year were, 1-3, 1.0 and 0:3. 


Cancer.—Deaths from cancer numbered 985, being equivalent to a rate of 1-3 per 1, ,000 
of the population ; inthe corresponding quarter of 1945 the number was 966 and the rate |: 3. 


Puerperal Causes.—Deaths from these causes were represented by a rate of 2-5 per 1,000 
births registered, comprising 0-4 for puerperal infection, and 2-1 for other ae causes, 
as compared with 2-4, 0-4 and 2-0 for the first quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1, 000 births 
registered) was 81 and that for the March quarter of 1945 was 89. 


Population. —It is estimated that at the middle of the year 1946 the population was 
2,992,000 (1,511,000 males and 1,481,000 females). This estimate, based on the population 
according to the Register of Population, 1943, the number of births and deaths registered, and 
the passenger movement (including emigration and immigration), is provisional.

The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 18,045, of which 9,326 
were of males and 8,719 of females. 

The number represents a rate of 24-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-1 above 
the rate for the second quarter of 1945. 

The total includes 661 illegitimate births, equivalent to 3-7 per cent. of the total births 
recorded.

The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 10,534; of this number 5,559 
were of males, and 4,975 of females.

Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery, smallpox, measles, typhus and diarrhcea 
and enteritis (under 2 years)—-represented an annual rate of 0-3 per 1,000, which is 0-1 below 
that for the second quarter of 1945. 

When compared with the corresponding quarter of last year the deaths from these 
diseases show decreases in the case of typhoid tever of +, whooping cough of 17 diphtheria of 
25, measles of 10 and diarrhoea and enteritis of 20. 

The deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years) nuimbered 184, including 101 for 
the City of Dublin.

The figures for the second quarter of 
1945 were 1,075, 801 and 274 respectively. he rate for all forms of this disease for the second 
quarter of 1946 was 1-3 per 1,000, that for pulmonary tuberculosis being 1-0 and all other 
formis 0.3, the respective rates for the second quarter of the preceding year were 1-5, 1-1 and 0-4. 


_ Cancer.—Deaths from cancer numbered 956, being equivalent to a rate of 1-3 per 1,000 
of the population ; in the corresponding quarter of 1945 the number was 938 and the rate 1:3.

MARRIAGES, 


The marriages registered during the quarter numbered 3,777, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 5-0 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0-5 below that for the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1945. 

Of the total marriages, 3,540 (or 5-1 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in 
the population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic 
Church. The remainder (237) is equivalent to 4-8 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 15,484, of which 7,987 
were of males and 7,497 of females. 

The number represents a rate of 20-7 per 1,000 of the estimated population, which is 0-2 
below that for the fourth quarter of 1945, 

The total includes 497 illegitimate births, equivalent to 3-2 per cent. of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 9,328; of this number 4,956 
were of males, and 4,372 of females. 

The equivalent annual rate was 12-5 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-1 
below the rate for the fourth quarter of the preceding year, 

Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery, smallpox, measles, typhus and diarrhoea 
and enteritis (under 2 years)—represented an annual rate of 0-4 per 1,000, which is 0-2 below 
that for the fourth quarter of 1945. 

When compared with the corresponding quarter of last year the deaths from these 
diseases show decreases in the case of diphtheria of 38, dysentery of 2, measles of 2, and 
diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years) of 110. On the other hand deaths from typhoid fever 
have increased by 4 and whooping cough by 5. 

The deaths from diarrhaa and enteritis (under 2 years) numbered 222, including 101 for 
the City of Dublin. 





Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 50, which is 5 less than that 
for the fourth quarter of 1945, 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from this disease numbered 714, including 572 from pulmonary 
tuberculosis and 142 irom other forms of tuberculosis. The figures for the fourth quarter of 
1945 were 724, 558 and 166 respectively. The rate for all forms of this disease for the fourth 
quarter of 1946 was 1-0 per 1,0U0, that for pulmonary tuberculosis being U-8 and all other 
forms 0.2, the respective rates for the fourth quarter of the preceding year were 0-9, 0-7 and 0-2. 


Cancer.—Deaths from cancer numbered 954, being equivalent to a rate of 1-3 per 1,000 
of the population ; in the corresponding quarter of 1945 the number was 1,027 and the rate 1-4. 


Puerperal Causes.—Deaths from these causes were represented by a rate of 1-5 per 1,000 
births registered, comprising 0-3 for puerperal infection, and 1-2 for other puerperal causes, 
as compared with 1-6, 0-4 and 1-2 for the fourth quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 
registered) was 62 and that for the December quarter of 1945 was 72. 


Population.—It is estimated that at the middle of the year 1946 the population was 
2,992,000 (1,511,000 males and 1,481,000 females). This estimate, base on the population 
according to the Register of Population, 1943, the number of births and deaths registered, and 
the passenger movement (including emigration and immigration), is provisi al.

MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the year numbered 17,575, equivalent to an annual rate 
of 5-9 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0-1 above that for the year 1945. 

Of the total marriages, 16,615 (or 6-0 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in 
the population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic 
Chureh. ‘The remainder (930) is equivalent to 4-7 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the year amounted to 67,547, of which 35,068 
were of males and 32,479 of females. 


This number represents a rate of 22-6 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-2 
above the rate for the year 1945. 


The total includes 2,470 illegitimate births, equivalent to 3-7 per cent. of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the year was 41,455 ; of this number 21,870 were 
of males, and 19,585 of females. 


The equivalent annual rate was 13:9 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-4 
below the rate for the preceding year. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
typhus, smallpox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery and diarrhoea 
and enteritis (under 2 years of age)—-represented an annual rate of 0-4 per 1,000, which was 
0-1 below the rate for the year 1945. 


When compared with the corresponding figures for last year deaths from typhoid fever 
decreased by 6, scarlet fever by 2, whooping cough by 33, diphtheria by 101, dysentery by 9, 
and diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years) by 189. 


The deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years of age) numbered 903, including 
461 for the City of Dublin. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 723, which was 417 more than 
that for the year 1945. 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 3,333, comprising 
2,556 from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 777 from other forms of tuberculosis. The cor- 
responding figures for the year 1945 were 3,694, 2,777 and 9:7 respectively. The rate for 
deaths from all forms of this disease for 1946 was 1-1 per 1,000, the rate for pulmonary 
tuberculosis being 0-9, and ail other forms 0:2; the reSpective rates for 1945 were 1-z, 
0-9 and 0-3. 


Cancer.—-Deaths from cancer numbered 3,806, being equivalent to arate of 1:3 per 1,000 
of the population ; in the year 1945 the number was 3,954, and the rate 1-3. 


Puerperal Causes.—Deaths from these causes are represented by a rate of 1-8 per 1,000 
births registered, comprising 0-3 for puerperal infection, and 1-5 for other puerperal causes, 
as compared with 2-4, 0-5 and 1-9 for 1945. 


Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 
registered) was 63, that for the year 1945 being 71. The rate for 1946 is the lowest yet 
recorded, 
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Mortality by Counties, 1946.
